HEALTH IS MENACED 


Sheriff Orders Carcasses 


Taken from Scioto 


County and city officials were 


stirred this week when Frank D. 
Voorhees, Pickaway-co conserva- 
tion officer, reported to them that 
he had found 20 hogs, stricken by 
cholera, thrown into the Scioto 
river, north of the red bridge. 


Immediate action was taken by 


Prosecuting Attorney E. L. Crist, 
who notified Sheriff Charles Rad- 
cliff to have the owner of the hogs 
take them from 
the river and 


either burn or bury them. Rad- 
cliff immediately did this and the 
possibility of serious results was 
eliminated. 


Mr. Voorhees, patrolling the riv- 


er on both sides, observed the hogs 
in the water and also their Con- 
dition. He became alarmed over 
the possibility of the cholera be- 
ing spread 
through 
different 


sources and, considering it a mat- 
ter for county and city to handle 
he notified officials. It was then 
that hurried action was taken. 


DISEASE COULD SPREAD 
Many things might have result- 


ed bad not Voorhees found the 
hogs in the waters of the river. 
Buzzards, drawn by the dead hogs, 
might have taken flesh and in fly- 
ing over adjacent fields might 
have dropped it on the ground. 
Other hogs or cattle might have 
come in contact 
with the flesh 


and that herd would have been 
stricken by the 
deadly cholera. 


Then, too, the water of the river 
might become more contaminated 
than it is. Fields of farmers far- 
ther south on the river might have 
been infected by the remains of 
the hogs for only a slight freshet 
would put the waste ashore. 


The state board of health has 


many ways of providing penalty 
against persons who cause contam- 
ination of streams and rivers in 
this manner.

seased animals is by burning, it 
has been pointed out. 


Mr. Vorhees should be com- 


mended for his prompt action in 
reporting the hogs in the water 
and the county officials also de- 
serve commendation for dealing 
promptly with the situation. Pro- 
bably the farmer who put the ani- 
mals in the river did not think of 
the things that might have result- 
ed.
